PARIS (AP) - The four rep- 


resentatives at the new Vietnam 
peace talks reached full agree- 
ment today on all procedural 
matters and real negotiations 
will begin early next week, the 
U.S. delegation reported. 


After a five-hour and 15-rnin- 


ute meeting with 
representa- 


tives of South Vietnam, North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong's 
National Liberation Front—NLF 
—Ambassador Cyrus R. Vance 
told reporters: "I am happy to 
report that we have reached full 
agreement on all procedural 
questions for the first plenary 
session which will take place 
early next week." 


Col. Ha Van Lau announced 


the proposal lor shipping pro- 
cedural discussions during a 25- 
minute coffee break IVi hours 
after talks began involving his 
delegation and 
those of the 


United States, South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong's National 
Liberation Front.

.; A year ago, Dr. Christian 
Barnard startled the world with 
his first heart transplant opera- 
tion at Cape Town, South Africa. 
This feat predictably brought 
numerous o t h e r heart trans- 
plants, with results that even the 
most optimistic must count as 
inconclusive. 
" Of the 95 heart transplants 
performed since then, only 43 of. 
,the patients survive, and of that 
number only one has lived as 
long as six months after surgery.

Eisenhower have found much to 
occupy their retirement years, 
but except as their respective 
party leaders may seek a paro- 
chial counsel they are farther 
removed from the American po- 
litical stream than a clerk in the 
county drain commissioner's of- 
fice. 


Lyndon Johnson's State of the 


Union, budget and economic sur- 
vey messages to Congress are 
good evidence he does not regard 
retirement w i t h the finality 
which American tradition places 
upon that status. 


The three combine into an 


artful attempt to box in the 
Nixon Administration to 
the 


program Johnson developed dur- 
ing his five years in the Presi- 
dency. 


'Their basic theme is that it is 


possible to conduct a major war 
and a high flying social program, 
without simultaneously spinning 
the inflationary spiral higher or 
nicking the taxpayer too deeply. 


Backhandedly and sotto voce, 


Johnson concedes two flaws in 
his rosy premise. 


One is the hope that the Paris 


peace talks may ease the strain 
in his guns and butter budget to 
the extent that funds retrieved 
from the military effort could be 
shifted to the Great Society 
plan. 


The other is an admission that 


no one yet has found the means 
for holding prices stable during a 
full employment period. 


Nonetheless he glosses over 


those ruts in the road because 
recent history discloses an un- 
pleasant reaction to choosing 
between guns or butter. 


The Democratic party 
lost 


Congress in the 1946 elections 
through the backlash against the 
tough economic controls FDR 
had to impose to make World 
War II financially manageable. 
It's loss of the Presidency in 
1952 traces in good measure to 
the same reaction engendered by 
Truman's re-imposition £>f do- 
mestic controls in the Korean 
War. 


It is these reminders which 


prompted Johnson to steer away 
from the imprisonment which 
Roosevelt and Truman had the 
sense to see as necessary and the 
moral courage to apply. He went 
to the surtax reluctantly and 
would not have requested that 
llth hour remedy if events 
beyond Ms control had not forced 
his hand. 


Hidden completely in the three 


messages is LBJ's hope that a 
short public memory will obscure 
one of several reasons for Nix- 
on's election last fall. This was 
the resentment against the in- 
voice which a guns and butter 
budget inevitably presents. 


The three statements, there- 


fore, are a gauntlet thrown at 
Nixon; they are a dare to the 
Republicans to medicate mean- 
ingfully with the country's fi- 
nancial indigestion. 


Johnson is the first outgoing 


President since Andrew Jack- 
son's leavetaking in 1833 to de- 
liver a State of The Union mes- 
sage. 


Even a deep hater like Truman 


believed it only courtesy to defer 
this Constitutional duty to the 
incoming Chief executive. 


Jackson set the precedent as a 


reminder of what his party had 
done for the country and to 
smooth the path for his hand- 
picked successor, Martin Van 
Buren. 


LBJ revives the precedent to 


make the first point, and to 
remind his party members that 
as a retiree he may be the 
counselor required to put his 
party back on the track. 


Plenty of coaches display the 


same tendency to remind all and 
sundry h o w the team came 
through when they called the 
signals and how the boys don't 
seem to respond since then.

Needless to say, the predic- 


tions being made run the gamut 
and seem to be governed more 
by the predictor's interests and 
expertise than by actual infor- 
mation that may be at hand. 


The 
slackening 
stream of 


Nixon high-level governme.it at - 
p o i n t m e n t announcements 
elicited initial high marks from 
most observers, which led to 
much predicting along the line 
that the incomeing president 
would be a more "moderate" 
chief executive than many (par- 
ticularly thosp of a liberal bent) 
had been led to believe. 


That initial assessment seems 


to hav; been tempered slightly 
by some second thought in 
recent days stemming from the 
disclosure 
of 
further 
details 


about several of his designated 
Cabinet members, as well as 
other high-level appointments. 


There is Alaska Governor 


Walter J. 
Hickel, 
secretary- 


designate of the Interior, whose 
statements have raised ques- 
tions about his views on conser- 
vation and air pollution. And 
there is multi-millionaire elec- 
tronics 
industrialist 
D a v i d 


Packard, deputy secretary of 
Defense, whose plans for retain- 
ing stock in his company raise 
serious questions of principle 
concerning conflict of interest. 
And there is Henry Cabot Lodge 
who, as the new chief U.S. 
negotiator at the Paris peace 
talks, raises questions concern- 
ing the outcome because of his 
known prior "hawk" stance on 
the Vietnam issue. 


These disclosures, or com- 


ments, or whal-have-you, are 
causing some of the political 
seers to revise I'.iir predictions 
concerning the stance of the 
Nixon administration. S o m e 
no,, see a slightly more conser- 
vative tinge in the offing. 


Perhaps the best altitude to 


adopt is the only o ne that seems 
feasible u n d e r the circum- 
stances — a wait and 
see 


position to be riviscd as more 
facts replace speculation and 
distorted estimates based on 
fragmentary information. 


Webster 
was outstanding 
in 


both areas and one of the most 
famous Americans who never 
became president. 


He was born 


in N e w Ham- 
shire in 1782. He 
was admitted to 
the bar in 1805 
and eight years 
later was elect- 
ed to Congress. 
He attacked the 
War 
of 1812 


while a member 
of Congress. 
He 
moved 
to 


M a s s achusetts 


in 1816 and, after two more 
terms In Congress, 
he was 


elected to the U.S. Senate in 
1827. 


A champion of nationalism as 


opposed to state sovereignty, he 
engaged in a famous debate 
(1830) w i t h Senator Robert 
Hayne of South Carolina in 
which he extolled "Liberty and 
Union, now and forever, one 
and inseparable." The debate 
arose over a resolution calling 
for the restriction of the sale of 
public lands to those already in 
the market, but was concerned 
primarily with the powers of 
the federal government and the 
individual states. 


After two futile attempts to 


win the Whig presidential nomi- 
nation, he served as secretary 
of State (1841-1843), negotiating 
the Webster-Ashburton Treaty 
with Great Britain. This treaty 
settled the dispute over the 
Maine boundary. 


In 1844 he was again elected 


to the Senate, where he favored 
the Comproimse of 1850.. His 
moderate stand cost' him the 
support 
of 
abolitionists 
and 


John Greenleaf Whittier. de- 
nounced 
him 
in 
his 
poem 


"Ichabod." Whittier later con- 
doned Webster's action. 


Others

Danny Kaye and Cary Grant.

Alle Poe, Robert E. Lee and 
James Watt.

Active treatment 
with antibiotics and surgery for 
the repair of these lacerations 
have been responsible for sav- 
ing sight that might otherwise 
have been threatened. 


Doctor Arthur Boruchoff, at a 


recent meeting of eye surgeons, 
reported to 
an enthusiastic 


audience that a special type of 
adhesive was being used suc- 
cessfully to seal off perforations 
and lacerations of the cornea 
without requiring complicated 
surgery. The adhesive, known 
as cyanoacrylate, can be used 
without any toxic effects and 
remains attached to the cornea 
for many weeks if necessary. 
When the adhesive was re- 
moved, the breaks in the cornea 
and the perforations had healed 
and preserved the sight in 
people who might otherwise 
have been blind. The value of 
this new substance is now being 
tested in a great many other 
eye conditions that have failed 
to respond to conventional treat- 
ment. 


When the larynx or voice box 


is removed there is, of course, 
the loss of speech. Cancer of 
the larynx is the usual reason 
why this operation is performed 
as a life saving measure. The 
success of this type of surgery, 
in cases that are recognized and

treated early, is remarkable. 
These courageous patients can 
actually be taught, in many 
instances, to speak in a compli- 
cated way. By swallowing air 
they are taught to vibrate the 
tissues of the esophagus and 
make distinctive speech. 


A mechanical device has been 


/used 
for those people 
who 


simply are unable to'learn the 
technique of swallowing air and 
making speech sounds. It serves 
its function but is not quite good 
enough. 


A new and excellent arUfical 


larynx is being used at the ' 
S tanford 
University 
Medical 


center which produces a louder 
and more easily distinguishable 
voice, as compared to the other 
electronic devices. In order • to 
use this 
new instrument, 
a 


small painless operation is per- 
formed in the neck for the 
insertion of a part of it. It 
promises many advantages to 
these patients and helps to 
return them to full social living.

Declarer's ability to enter his 


own hand or dummy, when 
neecssary, frequently plays an 
important part in his manage- 
ment of a given contract, but it 
is just as important to the 
defenders to be able to maintain 
open lines of communication 
with each other. 


Naturally, a n y t h i n g that 


either side can do to disrupt the 
other side's communication 
is 


all to the good, and many hands 
feature 
exactly this type of 


battle. 


Consider, this deal, 
where 


South is in three notrump and 
West leads a diamond. Declarer' 


has seven made-to^order tricks 
and his only source for two 
more lies in spades. 


So declarer must obviously 


arrange to lead spades twice 
towards dummy to establish his 
eighth and ninth tricks, but at 
the same time he must keep an 
eye peeled on what the de- 
fenders are doing or 'he may 
wind up losing the battle. 


Thus, if South plays low from 


dummy and wins East's jack of 
diamonds with the ace, he 
finishes behind the well-known 
eight ball when East takes the 
first spade lead with the king 
and returns a diamond. West's 
diamonds become 
established 


before dummy's spades, and the 
defense eventually scores three 
diamonds and two spades to nip 
the contract by one trick. 


Declarer can prevent this 


from happening by permitting 
East to win the opening dia- 
mond lead. If East continues 
the suit, West's diamonds drop 
out of'the picture, for, while he 
may later establish them, he 
will then have no entry to cash 
them. 


East cannot overcome this 


obstacle to defensive communi- 
cations by shifting to a club at 
trick two. Again declarer ducks, 


.and, as a result, South makes 


the contract because there is no 
way for either defender to both 
establish and cash his long suit. 


Apparently it takes two ducks 


to cook East's goose!

Just how old the stein is is 
anybody's guess, but it could 
very possibly have been handed 
down generation after genera- 
tion, through the von Enzberg 
family. 


How Mrs. Wolf came about 


obtaining the antique stein is a 
story in itself. 


Mr. Wolf was in the German 


Air Force during World War II. 
He was captured in 1945 and put 
in a prisoner of war camp in 
Macon, Georgia. His wife fled 
to Denmark the same year with 
their two children, when the 
Russians 
were invading 
the 


eastern part of Germany. 


In August of 1947, Mrs. Wolf 


returned to the then French 
zone of Germany, to the little 
town of Muelheim. "Baron von 
Enzberg 
helped 
all 
German 


refugees, giving them a place to 
stay, clothing, and food," Wolf 
said. 


That same year, through the 


help of uic Aiiiericsn 
Red 


Cross, Wolf was able to locate 
his wife and two children, in 
Muelheim. 
The 
family 
then 


came to the U.S., and has lived 
here ever since, becoming U.S. 
citizens in 1961. 


"The B aroness presented 


many of us who returned to, 
Germany 
as 
refugees, 
with 


kitchen utensils and such, to 
help us get started again," Mrs. 
Wolf said. "The stein was given 
to me by the Baronness, so I 
would have something to re- 
member her by." 
ONCE OFFERED $20 


'We were once offered $20 for 


the stein, but didn't sell it," 
Wolf said. "It wasn't because 
we felt it was worth more, but 
we kept it as a keep-sake." 


"After reading in the local 


newspaper about all these an- 
tique vases, we thought we 
would try to find out just what 
the stein could be worth," Wolf 
added. 


When asked if they would sell 


the antique stein if it was worth 
a huge sum of money. . .Mr. 
and Mrs. Wolf looked at each 
with expressions which convey- 
ed that no sum of money, no 
matter how large, would be 
accepted in exchange for the 
stein.

Project 
Will Start 
In March 


Crossover Roads 
To Give Access 
To Businesses

Work on the 2Vi mile, $2.5 


million widening of M-139 will 
start early in March, and the 
State Highway department is 
working now to smooth out the 
transition. 


The bid letting is scheduled 


for Feb. 12. Floyd Nicol, area 
engineer for the highway de- 
partment said contractors have 
filed equal employment oppor- 
tunity forms regarding hiring 
practices and these are being 
reviewed by federal agencies. 
NO DETOURS 


The first step in the recon- 


struction project will be laying 
a storm sewer on the east side 
of the highway. Next the .con- 
tractor will be required to build 


24-foot wide (two-lane) serv- 


ice road on the west side of the 
highway 
so both local 
and 


through 
traffic 
can be main- 


tained . No detours are planned. 


Written into the specifications 


will be a series of crossovers to 
provide access to 
businesses 


located along M-139. The area 
to be widened extends from the 
intersection at 1-94 to the Ox 
creek bridge. The highway will 
be widened to five lanes 


Nieol e x p l a i n e d how the 


crossovers 
would work. The 


contractor will be required to 
lay a specific number of 12 foot 
wide, 71 foot long lanes across 
the right of way. These can be 
of asphalt which would be torn 
out after the pavement is in or 
the contractor can pave the 
crossover sections 
first with 


concrete. 


Traffic will move on, the vyest 


special road much as it does 
now until the two east lanes are 
paved. 
Then 
traffic 
will be 


shifted 
to those 
lanes. 
The 


crossover system will then be 
used to serve businesses on the 
west side of the road. 


In most areas, Nicol said, 


adjoining 
businesses will 
be 


using one crossover. 
SUGGESTIONS WELCOME 


Nicol said the highway crew 


has contacted businessmen on 
the crossover locations in ad- 
vance but adjustments may be 
necessary later. The highway 
construction office is located at 
2066 North M-139 and engineers 
will welcome suggestions and 
try to resolve complaints, he 
said.

ished in 1971. Some 1,500 em- 
ployes will move to the new 
building. Kresge's has

than 6,000 employes in 30 De- 
troit-area stores. 


Cunningham also reported a 


store on Detroit's west side, 
damaged in the 1967 summer 
riot, will be rebuilt.

that during his working years a 
man should buy, growth stocks. 
I've read that if you like a 
company first see whether it 
has a convertible bond, and, if 
it has, buy that. Do you agree? 


A. In many cases — yes. 
First, let me clear up an 


a p p a rent 
misunderstanding: 


When I say a man building 
capital 
should 
buy 
growth 


stocks, I don't mean he should 
ignore growth companies' con- 
vertiples. I've often used the 
phrase — "common stocks OR 
senior issues 
(preferreds 
or 


debentures) 
convertible i n t o 


common." Now as to buying 
that convertible bond: 


Let's assume you are im- 


pressed with the growth potent- 
ial of an electronics company. 
It has two million shares of 
common outstanding, currently 
paying no dividend and selling 
in the high 20s, and also $15 
million in 5 per cent convertible 
debentures, selling around 105, 
due in 1988 and convertible until 
then into 31V4 shares of com- 
mon. 


If you buy 100 common for, 


say, $2,800, you acquire 120,- 
000th of the firm and can thus 
expect to share in any progress. 
If you buy three debentures for 
$3,150 you acquire & mortgage 
PLUS a potential share in the 
company's 
growth 
(via 
the 


privilege 
of converting your 


three bonds into 93% shares of 
common). So you own &A per 
cent less of the company and 
have paid $350 more. BUT — 


For that extra $350 you enjoy 


the added security of a senior 
investment. You receive $150 a

If the 
company does not grow you're 
left with a 5 per cent bond issue 
to pe paid off at par

maturity. The downside risk of 
the bond is far less than that of 
the common, which enjoys no 
such claim on'the company. If 
the company prospers and the 
common rises, your bond will 
move up with it, dollar for 
dollar, as soon as the common 
crosses $32 a share. For the 
long-term investor, I'd call such 
a convertible debenture afar 
"closier' ' investment :than the 
common. 


HOWEVER — 
there are 


convertibles that already sell on 
their conversion basis. Their 
downside risk is often, for all 
practical purposes, the same as 
in the common. Let's take a 
convertible selling at 260 ($2,600 
per $1,000 bond.). It's 
priced 


'way up there because the bond 
is convertible into common at 
$15.33 a share and the common 
already is selling above $40. 
Any drop in the price of the 
common will be reflected im 
mediately in a drop in the price 
of the pond. And if the common 
falls below $15.33, a bondholder 
couldn't expect much support 
for his debenture until it got 
down to a level where its 
coupon yielded a return some- 
where around the going rate for 
money. 


Still another convertible may 


pay 5 per cent and be convert- 
ible into common at $85 a 
share. But the stock is at $40 
and shows little signs of climb- 
ing. The buyer of this bond is, 
thus, more or less buying a 
straight bond, since the conver- 
sion value is little more than a 
remote hope. 


All convertibles are not equal- 


ly attractive investments for 
capital gains. Don't jump until 
you understand what you are 
getting into.

Q. I have $10,000 in H bonds 


yielding 
4V4 percent. Should 


these be shifted to 5 per cent 
savings certificates? 


A. You'll have to figure out 


first whether the tax liability on 
these Hs (or on the Es which 
you may have turned in to get 
them) would reduce your $10,000 
to an amount which would yield 
less at 5 per cent than the 
$10,000 is yielding at 4V4.
